"It is an order which I have contem- 
plated for some time," Police Chief Lenz 
said Saturday. "Certain instances have 
come up of late which have caused me to 
make the move at this time. 


"I am doing it mainly for the mothers 
of the city. 
They arc the ones who suf- 
fer most from the distreí<sing results of 
gambling and needless waste of money. 
They are the ones whose hearts are torn 
when their children cry for bread. Some 
husbands have been spending 
a 
good 
.share of their wages in gambling. 


"Fact that boys in their teens have 
been allowed to play the machines in cer-^ 
fain saloons and pool rooms has strbngfh-" 
ened my disapproval of the practice. We 
have had two eases in police court of 
late where boys were allowed to spend 
half of their week's earnings in playing 
machines and 
getting 
drunk 
with the 
fhips which they won.

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The Fight on High Food Prices. 


Popular outcry against tremendously advanced prices on food- 
'ffec^s of one sort and another, which in the past few weeks has taken 
the fon» of organized boycotts against some products which have 
soared beyond all reason, affords material for some interesting reflec- 
tion. The American people are conspicuously patient. For the past 
two or three years they have noted with comparative calm the mount- 
ing of the cost of practically everything they use for material comfort 
"OP ordinary utility. Scarcely a line has escaped. Clothing, footwear, 
drugs, machinery, building material, fuel and commodities of every 
other description have been climbing. We talked of it, of course, but 
we did not permit ourselves to become unduly excited until along 
came the crowning achievement that sent eggs, butter products and 
some varieties of poultry to a summit that towered above the altitu- 
dinous limit set by other staples. 


Then came the revolt. Inquiries and investigations of price ad- 
,v^ce in many places had been fruitless so far as supplying a remedy 
is concerned. Results began to be apparent only after the organization 
of so-called "boycotts" in which housewives pledged themselves to 
refrain from the purchase of high-priced foods of any character. Just 
^pw long this will be continued or how faithfully it will be adhered 
to is yet to be demonstrated, but its effect is already visible. Prices 
are breaking. There are in the larger cities dealers with vast stocks 
of foodstuffs on hand, hoarded with the view of squeezing the public, 
who are going to be severely hit by the new turn things have taken, 
i^d there will be little sympathy wasted on them, for their game was 
a gamble, pure and simple. Severely as they may suffer, it was com- 
ijig to them. 


It is not too early to say that the housewives of the country have 
already demonstrated their power to deal with a situation of this kind, 
^ d doing it without waiting for legislation that might or might not 
be effective. They can defeat the food corner if they set about to do 
it. But what is vastly more valuable is the experience in self-restraint 
fpd the discovery that some foodstuffs hitherto regarded as necessi- 
ties are in point of fact luxuries which we can as well do without. The 
simpler living that the situation tends to induce will be worth vastly 
i^ore tiian the temporary relief it affords the family purse. We have 
been too much accustomed to insist on the gratification of fancy, what- 
ever the cost. We are now learning that what we mistook for economy 
was to a very large degree extravagance. If that shall be permanently 
impressed upon the American people, the food-price boosters will have 
done us a real service. 


The commission appointed by Governor Ralston a year ago to re- 
port recommendations for increased facilities for the care of the in- 
sa|ie and feeble-minded in Indiana has just submitted its report. 
Aijiong other things it is urged, that the school for feeble-minded 
youth in Fort Wayiie be enlarged by a colony in the southern part of 
the 9tate on not less than one thousand acres of land, with inexpensive 
bi^ldings. As a matter of fact, this is doubtless the most adviasble 
solution of the problem which is developed by the crowded condition 
of the school and the steadily increasing demand for accommodations 
for more of these unfortunates. The case of the feeble-minded is near- 
ing a stage where it will have to be met as have the problems of other 
state dependents. That is by the providing of additional institu- 
tions at points that will make convenient and economical the geo- 
graphical distribution of unfortunates who require such care. 


Speaker Clark says that in the interest of economy of both time 
and money he favors the elimination of most of the oratory and all of 
the Congressional Record from the national law-making body. The 
speaker is undoubtedly correct in his statement that much of the 
forensic effort of the statesmen is aimed at the spectators in the gal- 
leries and the folks back home, but for a good many congressmen con- 
gressional life will not be woj-th the living without the frequent op- 
portunity to bask in the sunlight of a little popular attention. 


Advance in the science of aviation, both as to performance in the 
air and as regards the safety of the aviator, has admittedly been very 
great during the past few years. We no longer note the shockingly fre- 
quent casualties that attended the efforts of the pioneers of the game, 
but the unfortunate experience that led to the death of a bright 
young man at Beme a few days ago serves to illustrate the fact that 
aeriai travel is by no means safe as yet. We still have a long route to 
travel before the dre^m of aerial navigation is completely realized-

I A Sidelight on Crime. | 


(IndiauapoJis Star.) 


A former movie acti-ess, now known 
in New Y'ork as the "queen of the shop- 
lifters," told the police, after the find- 
ing of $25,000 worth of stolen goods in 
her room, that she stole because she 
could not withstand the tem))tation to 
risk danger. Authorities are said to he 
puzzled by her case. 


There is nothing mysterious about 
her point of view. Criminals of vai'ious 
kinds—burglars» 
bank robbers, 
liig'.i- 
waymen—^have 
before now 
confessed 
that the adventurous life involved in 
their respective pursuits had a fascina- 
tion entirely apart from the prizes ne- 
fariously captured. 


This may be easily understood. 
It 
is likely that few men go into tliese 
risky undertakings who do not enjoy a 
spice of danger. 
Primarily, of course, 
their piirpose is dishonest gain, but it 
is not at all unlikely that the game 
rather than the reward often takca 
first place with them; that they come 
to look upon each criminal operation in 
the light of an adventure and for the 
time being at least the delight of over- 
coming the danger and difficulties is 
their keenest sensation. 


It is even conceivable that in a meas- 
ure they lose sight of the nature of their 
acts in the satisfaction of daring and 
escaping danger and of circnniventing 
their "enemies" and pursuers in tlie 
persons of policemen or sheriffs. 
It 
seems doubtful, for example, if the Jesse 
James gang, whose murderous depreda- 
tions in Kansas were a sensation of a 
generation ago, ever really considered 
themselves criminals. Nothing in their 
later lives indicated a thought of the 
kind. Moreover, the sympatliy and ad- 
miration nianifcstcd for tliem in their 
own state by many of their fcllo'v 
citizens, not victims, showed that their 
view "vvas not without support. 


Tliis love of danger and adventure is 
undoubtedly an unconsidered element in 
much crime. 
Tt is a trait of character 
that when developed in a right way 
makes 
soldiers, 
explorers, 
aviatori^. 
structural 
iron workers, 
miners and 
other doers of the world's work who 
risk their lives daily. What to do witli 
it in crime may puzzle authorities; its 
existence should not.

Lafayette, Ind., Dec. 2.—William Tro- 
schier was found guilty of voluntary man- 
slaughter by the jury which deliberated 
twenty-one hours. 
It was a compromise 
verdict, the jury's first ballot showing 
eight for conviction on first degree mur- 
der and four for acquittal. 
The second 
ballot added one to the acquittal side and 
then it went to nine to three for con- 
viction. 


Troschier was charged with the mur- 
der of Charles Harris, a 
porter, 
here 
July 31. 
Harris' head was beaten to a 
pulp with a club and then an attempt 
was ^nade to cut off his head. 
He \vas 
attacked while sleeping. 
A motion for 
a new trial will bo filed Monday by at- 
torneys for the defertse. 


Harris was found dead in his room 
above the William Zabel saloon on Main 
street on the morning of July 31. 
His 
head had been beaten to a pulp and his 
throat cut. 
Troschier, who occupied a 
room in the .«same building, was arrested 
the same day at Fort Wayne. 


Charles A. West delivered the closing 
argument for the defense, and he created 
a sensation when he declared: 


"I hate to say that the police depart- 
ment 
put 
blood on 
those trousers of 
Troschiep's, but a man who would come 
to the witness stand and give false testi- 
mony might do anything. 
This murder 
was not committed by one person. 
Why 
do you not bring that man and woman to 
a court of justice? 
How long must this 
continue? 
Will the mayor of Lafayette 
never wake up?"

brick school houses over Allen county 
in order to secure a better understand- 
ing between the farmers and methotls of 
the city health 
department. 


Dr. Paul Ivucher, city dairy and meat 
inspector, assisted by Deputy Inspector 
Josse, is conducting the extension move- 
ment. 
The two men iield a meeting in 
a school house, live milea northwest of 
the city, oh Friday night. 
Forty farm- 
ers attended the neighborhood 
assem- 
bly. 


Dr. Kucher addressed the men on "The 
Purpose of the Tubercular Test." Many 
farmers do not believe in the plan oi 
inspecting all dairy cows for the pur- 
pose of protecting the city' niilk sup- 
ply. 
They think that imfaii- conclus^is 
are 
sometimes reached. 
Kucher 
ex- 
plained the method of the test and why 
it is a necessary precaution. 
He also 
talked on the proper care of dairj' cat- 
tle and care of milk fo>r the market. 


Josse was 
choscn 
chairman of tlie 
meeting. He answered all questions, and 
there wore many, on subjects of aani 
tation and health laws. 
Josse has been 
'in the city health service a number of 
years and i.s considered an authority on 
health codes and methods. 


The farmers present at the meeting 
joined in an open discussion on dairy 
methods. 
They voted 
the meeting 
a 
success. 
Another gathering of a sim- 
ilar nature will be called at the same 
school in a 
few 
weeks. 
Meeting to 
which women are especially invited will 
be held later. 


Neighborhood gatherings are being ar- 
ranged a t other schools by Dr. Kucher. 
It is expected that the next rural meet- 
ing will be in two weeks, although tlio 
exact place of holding the assembly has 
)not been set. 


"I believe more and more in the plan, 
Dr. Kucher said. 
"I find that farmers 
are 
not stubborn. 
They have 
ob- 
jected to some move.s of the city de- 
partment because no effort was made to 
explain

actton was taken.

farmers will be a great help to us when 
we reach

F1EEN DEATHS IN 


1916 F o o m 


Blame Poor Physical Condi^ 
tion Before Games When 
Fatalities Occur. 


Chicago, 
Dec. 
2.—^Football 
clsimed 
fifteen lives during the 1916 season which 
closed with Thanksgiving day games, ac- 
cording to figures' compiled by the Asso- 
ciated Press today. 
Last year the total 
was sixteen and In 1914 there were flfteeii 
deaths. 
College officials identified with 
the sport declare that not a single death 
occurred in any game in which the play- 
ers were known to be physically fit a« 
well as mentally for the severe test. 
Not 
a single life was lost, th«y point out. In 
a game where a physician's examination 
was demanded before the contestant was 
permitted to go into the game. 


In most cases those who lost their 
lives were members of high school, semi- 
professional and "prairie" elevens. Only 
one of the victims was a college player.

Coaches assert that practically every 
danger in the sport has been eliminated 
by the rules committee and no matter 
what rules are adopted the game will 
continue to be rouglj and oi^y those In 
the best of physical condition should be 
permitted to play. 
It Is doubtful, they 
say. If any more changes will be mads 
to lessen risks as the rules committee 
believes it has done all in its power to 
prevent accidents. 


Penalties have been provided for run- 
ning Into a player after the referee has 
blown his whistle, crawling with the ball 
after it has been declared "dead," trip- 
ping, hurdling and other offenses which 
are liable to cause injuries.

It is rarely or never caught out cf 
doors where tlie sunlight, which is tho 
best sort of disinfectant, «juickly kills 
the germs. 


Thus there is great danger from liv- 
ing with 
careless, dirty 
consumptives, 
and especially in dark, damp, dirty or 
i!!-ventilated houses, sleeping and living 
rooms, workshops, factories and stores, 
which 
Iiave become infected with the, 
germ by the sick people's careless spit- 
ting habits. 


The germ, Avhich is a microscopic rod, 
invisible to the unaided human eye, is 
found in millions in mouth and throat 
discharges from very early in the dis- 
ease, and it is through tiiese discharges 
almost alone that it reaches otlier.s. 


Fortunately Ávhen people spit out n 
doors the danger is not quite so great 
since soon or later, the sunlight will de- 
stroy the germ. 
But wlu'ii they spit 
indoors, as a great 
many do, where 
the sun cannot get at the germ and 
kill it, it may remain alive and aetiv 
for a long time. 


People who spit in this way are thus 
a terrible danger to all who live with 
them or those who stay in the places 
where they live or work. 
Many people 
do not know that they have tubentu- 
losis, but think that they had only a 
"bad cough" when they already have the 
disease, and arc bringing up the germs 
in their spit. 


Every one therefore 
who 
spits or 
coughs" should be just as careful about 
his spitting as if he knew he had tuber- 
culosis. 


IF those Avith germs in their sputum 
spit on floors and sidewalks the sputum 
will be ground under foot, blown around 
Rh- dust in the air. and inhaled by oth-r 
people and will finally reach their lungs.

The alcohol ferment of ordinary yeast 
i.s a minute living organism which as- 
similates food,

Being a vegetable organism it multi- 
plies both by budding, in which a new 
cell sprouts from an old one, and by th-» 
development of granules which, liberated 
by the bursting of the mother-cell, be- 
come the nuclei of new cells. Its multi- 
plication is especially rapid in the pres- 
ence of sugar.

and he had expressed himself freely. He 
was rather inclined to boast concerning 
what he was doing for his children. 


They have the best of everything," he 
said. 
"Whatever they want I get for 
them. 
I shall send them to the higJi 
school, and if they will go, to college. 
If they do not turn out well it Avill not 
be my fault." 
Then turning to a little 
son, "Will it, my boy?" 
The child was 
silent for a moment with a very serious 
face. "Papa, you forget something. Y'ou 
forget my soul." 


There are many 
such 
fathers, who 
flattering 
themselves that they are doing 
all possible for their children, yet give 
no thought to their spiritual interests. 
Should the children in question become 
gross materialists in thought and prac- 
tice, forget God and have no time for 
the higher 
life, certainly a great re- 
sponsibility will rest upon that father. 
A comfortable home, all wants supplied, 
education, these are not all that is ne- 
cessary that the training of 
children 
may be complete. 


Nothing else can take the place of a 
distinctively religious influence in the 
home. 
Parents cannot place upon Sun- 
day school teachers and pastors the re- 
s})onsibility for the religious training of 
their children. When we consider the ac- 
countability of parents for the spiritual 
life of their children we wonder 
that 
there are so many who are content to 
be negligent. 
Only the father who is

At this stage of affairs, fortunately for the 
Bishoffs, the charitable organizations took an

case. 
"Exceptional," 
they 
termed it, but the only unusual 'feature was 
the publicity -tliat had been, was being, accord- 
ed Miss Bishoff's offer to marry.

But let the woman who flirts go 
free and hold In chock the girl who proposes 


to use marriage—the citadel of the affections— 
to shelter her from temporary Hnancial em- 
barrassment. 


"Feed her not upon bread and water, but 
upon novels and romances and poetry, 
ite- 
sort to forcible feeding if necessary to nourish 
her starved soul with Ideas of the duties of 
wifehood and motherhood. 
Fit her eyes with 
sotne &ort of lenses so that this span of life, 
which she has looked upon as an opportunity 
to feed and sleep, will stretch out into endless 
vistas of happiness and service and compan- 
ionship. 
Show her that the heart of a normal 
girl should bo poised like Mercury, ready for 
flight into the arms of the 'right man,' not 
proposing, like herself, to walk flatfooted as a

She has been assailed from all quarters ex- 
cept the Russian boundary, and the ablest gen- 
erals at the service of the German general staff 
have been employed to direct the armies en- 
deavoring to enter her territory and wrest from 
allied hands control of the extensive oil flelds 
which are one of the chief sources of R.umanian 
riches. 


This campaign has centered ^chiefly !n two 
distrids—that of Dobrudja and that 
of 
the 
Transylvanian frontier. 
It is with the former 
that this story deals, because developments in 
the latter have not yet 
reached 
that stage

hayn has penetrated to Predeal and some dis- 
tance beyond in the west, he has not achieved 
any notable conquest and has not acquired any 
objective nor gained sway over any valuable 
coimtry as yet.

Dobrudja has been for centuries considered 
the most strategically located section of terri- 
tory in its part of the world.

Chernavoda on the Danube, on a line now al- 
most paralleled by the modem railway 
that

course of time, this country was acquired by

Mice Are Puzzle 


^ A N C l N G mice, little, white, furry crcaiutea 
y 
spotted irregularly with blacky that con- 
tinually persist In whirling about on their Wn<l 
feet like the whirUng Dervla|ies of India, re- 
cently have 
been 
investigated 
by 
scientists 
who now admit that they are puzaled as to the 
cause for the unusual demonstration of the 
little creatures. 


These mice are of Japanese origin. It Is thel* 
custom to whirl and whirl, stopping only when 
necessary for sleeping and eating. A specfator, 
watching them for a short time, becomes disssr 
, himself, unless particularly strong-headed. 
II 
Is not training that induces them to perform 
this continual circus stunt—but nature. 


Some thousands of specimens have been ex- 
amined. It was found by observation that about 
40 per cent whirled towards tho left and 3tt 
per cent towards the right, while the remain- 
ing 30 per cent whirled with equal facility In 
both directions and seemed to have no prefer- 
ence. 
They turned round and round rapidly, 
the nose and tall becoming confused with each 
other because of the rapidity and regularity 
of the movement. 


These mice begin their dancing when their 
eyes"^ first open, as • mere babies, 
ijven those 
which are only 2 or 3 days old and stUl a r e - 
blind wUJ wriggle in circles about their nests 
and feeoly Jerk their heads back and forth. 


A machine called a cyclostat, which whirls 
at many revolutions per minute, ha^ been tried 
on these mice. "VVhen a common mouse was 
placed in the machine, it was found that he 
became dizzy at a speed of only ten revolu- 
tions per minute. But the dancing mice, when 
placed In it. seemed to enjoy a speed of 6C<I 
revolutions per minute, although the common 
mice died long before such speed was attained. 
When released fropi the cyclostat, tha dancfnf 
mice Immediately resumed their whlrlliig and 
kept 
It 
up uninterruptedly until eating 
or 
sleeping time came round ag^ln. 


The only theory that scientists- have been 
able to evolve Is that the dancing moiuw is m 
victim of the speed mania and that lie must 
keep constantly lii motion to satisfy his abnor- 
mal craving.

more fortunate in possessing at home supplies 
of those materials which are needed for that 
particular line of manufacturing.

Accessibility to Be Considered. 


B 
UT thege is one more question to be con- 
sidered in the matter of trade—and war: 
That of accessibility. 
A nation bounded on 
all sides by others, friendly or unfrlfendly, con- 
tinually is handicapped by that fact, even in 
peace times. A line of seacoast with all-the- 
year-around ports easily reached along the cus- 
tomary ocean lanes Is a 
necessity, if 
raw 
materials are to be imported and finished prod- 
ucts exported. This question also figures large- 
ly in International squabbles. 


Raw materials, roughly, may be diveded into 
the following clajwes: Grain, metals, 
timber 
and petroleum. 
AU of these are necessary In 
trade, likewise in war. 
Every nation of the 
world, practically, produces some amount of 
each; but In many cases the production Is far 
short of the amount required for home, con- 
sumption, not to mention the large amounts 
needed 
in manufaoturlng» goods for foreign 
trade. 


Before the war, Germany stood in the posi- 
tion of being able to produce almost enough 
grain for her needs, being able to obtain what- 
ever additional supply was necessary from sev- 
eral •sources, any one of which might be§cut 
off without Inconveniencing her. In the most 
important of metals, Iron, she was not so rich, 
for even the addition of the wide deposits ot 
Lorraine, taken froni France in the war of 
1870, did not give her enough to keep pace with 


the demands of home trade, foreign trade and 
military needs. 


Of timber she had a vast and carefully con- 
served supply, her forests being perpetuated 
under an admirable system of cutting »ipe tim- 
ber and reforestation. 
Of oetroleum she had

Nothing Can Be Said in Praise of the Rose That Has Not Been Said Before—Universally/Recognized as the Most Beautiful Flower, it is the One Child of Flora Around 
Which a Wealth of Sentiment, History and Poetry Clusters—The Rose is Really Easy to Grow, But for Best Results One Must Give the 


Subject Considerable Thought and Study; Practical Helps in Rose Culture. 


Th© rose has probably been culti- 
vated as long as any ornamental plant, 
and It holds a warmer place In the 
hearts of the people than any other 
flower. 
From earliest times it 
has 
been a favorite. 
It has figured in the 
literature of all ages and all nations. 
People In all ptations 
of 
life 
yield 
homage to its beauty 
of 
form 
and 
color and to its delicious fragrance. It 
is loved by poor and rich alike. 
It Is 
growp In the dooryards of the least 
pretentious cottage, where often the 
occupants are stinted in food and rai- 
ment, as -well as on the grounds of 
large eatates, where abound the choic- 
est things that money can buy. 
It is 
also grown In immense quantities un- 
der glass and Is the most popular win- 
ter cut flower for all occasion«. 
So 
deep a hold has it on the affections of 
the people that it is often spoken of 
as the "queen of 
flowers." 


Wild roses abound in great variety 
over practically all the temperate re- 
gions of the earth. 
Man has taken 
advantage of this and has appropri- 
ated the most pleasing wild forms for 
his use. 
In addition, he has so modi-

fled and improved the wild sorts by 
breeding and »election that now there 
Is A rose for every need. 


Lavm and Border Roses. 


Selection and breeding have 
been 
practiced with this best loved of all 
flowers for ages, and have resulted in 
the development of 
a 
multitude 
of 
foae varieties, 
some 
of 
which 
are 
adapted to use under almost any con- 
ceivable conditions. 
By familiarizing 
himself before the planting seasons in 
fall and spring with the different types 
of roses and the purposes for which 
they are especially 
suited, 
the 
rose 
gardener in city or countiTr may add 
greatly to the 
attractiveness 
of 
his 
home. 


Roses for use on lawns and along 
borders must have habits of growth 
and foliage which fit them 
particu- 
larly for mass effects. Foliage, in fact. 
1B more to be desired under such con- 
ditions than fine flowers, since it is a 
feature during the whole growing sea- 
son, while the flowers may cover a pe- 
riod less than a fortnight in length. 
When suitable sorts are chosen, roses 
are quite as appropriate and effective 
for use In relief planting about the 
ground line of buildings or in masses 
upon the lawn or along borders as 
other ornamental shrubs. 
For 
such 
use, however, they must be hardy and 
moderately 
free 
In 
growth, 
and 
must poBsess foliage reasonably dis- 
ease resistant and free from Insect at- 
tack. 


One of the roses which has been 
found admirable (or 
this 
landscape 
planting is the Rugosa or 
Wrinkled 
Japanese rose. 
It 
is 
hardy 
in 
the 
North, succeeds well in tlSje South, and 
thrives within reach of ocean spray. 
It blooms nearly all summer. 
Both 
red and white varieties are available. 
The Carolina rose, also auitable for 
lawn use, thrives in the entire terri- 
tory east of the Mississippi River, suc- 
ceeding especially well in mplst places. 
Both these varieties are relatively tall, 
reaching a height of from 6 to 8 feet. 
The Rosa lucida, a wild type native 
from Pennsylvania north, is, on the 
other hand, desirable for a low ground 
cover 2 to 3 feet high. 
It grows well 
at the seaside and under other ad- 
verse conditions. 
The Prairie rose has 
a wider range than any of the other 
roses named above, being native from 
Canada to Florida and west to Wla- 
consln, Nebraska and Texas. 
It Is a 
single variety and thrives under ad- 
verse conditions. 
Among 
the 
other 
roses wiilch may be particularly use- 
ful for landscape planting are the Ar- 
kansas rose, Sweet Brier, Roaa cglan- 
terJa or Rosa lutea. Dwarf Polyantha, 
Cabbage rose, and the Damask rose. 


The rosea classed in the lawn and 
border group are adapted to a wide 
range of soil conditions and may be 
counted on to succeed in any but ex- 
tremely heavy or very sandy 
soils. 
Many of them will do well even on 
such soli types. 
The principal essen- 
tials are thorough drainage and a plen- 
tiful supply of organic matter, with a 
reasonably constant water supply dur- 
ing the growing season. 
In general a 
soil capable of growing good garden 
or field crops is suitable for roses. The 
deeper the soil and 
the 
better 
preparation 
at 
the 
beginning, 
the 
more satisfactory will be the results. 


The best fertilizer for roaes is rotted 
cow manure, though any other well- 
rotted manure or good compost will 
serve the purpose. 
Fresh majiure, es- 


pecially 
hor^e 
manure, 
should 
be 
avoided, though if no other manure is 
available it may be used with extreme 
care. 
It must not come in direct con- 
tact with the roots when planting nor 
should any quantity of it be used im- 
mediately benieath the plant to cut off 
direct copnectlon with the subsoil and 
the water supply. 
Of the commercial 
fertilizer, ground bone Is excellent as 
additional food. 
It will not. however, 
answer as a substitute for an abun- 
dant supply of compost. 
Cottonseed 
meal, where It 
cheap enough, ra&y 
be used as a substitute for bone. Wood 
ashes are sometimes ¿a helpful addi- 
tion or, when they are not available, 
lime and muriate of potash may be 
used and should be applied separate- 
ly. 
Rose grpwera having only sandy 
soils should make more fréquent ap- 
plications of manure than those deal- 
ing with the heavier soils, since the 
organic matter burns out more rapid- 
ly In a soil rich In sand. 


The chief consideration in the plant- 
ing plan for roses for landscape ef- 
fect? Is that the plants should be so 
spaced that when they reach maturity 
they will come together without over- 
crowding.

More plants are killed by undue ex- 
posure of roots at planting time than 
from any other c^use. No matter how 
shpft the distance to the permanent 
planting location, 
plants should 
be 
taken there with the roots thoroughly 
covered. 
The roots may be placed In 
a bucket of water while removing to 
the planting ground and until plant- 
ing. or they piay be puddled In a mix- 
ture of thin clay an4 then kept cov- 
ered with wet burlap or other protec-

the particular varieties chosen will be 
the determining factor. 
The spacing 
should in general range from 2 to 6 
feet. 
Early spring planting is best In 
the 
extreme 
northern 
part 
of

winds in winter. 
In other regions fall 
planting is advantageous but not suf- 
ficiently 
so 
to 
warrant 
postponing 
planting from spring until 
autumn. 
When possible, however, 
It Is 
well 
enough to push planting in the fall 
rather 
than 
to 
watt 
until 
spmg. 
Spring planting should 
be 
done 
as 
soon as the ground Is dry enough to 
woric, or when it springs apart after 
being 
squeezed 
in 
the 
hand. 
Fall 
planting is best done as soon as the 
leaves 
have fallen from trees 
and 
bushes.

Stock should be planted 
as soon fas possible aftef It arrives. 
When It is impossible to plant 
Im- 
mediately, the plants should be placed

more before this heellng-ln is dona Is 
desirable. 
If the stems are shriveled, 
plumpness 
may

frozen when received they should be 
placed where they will thaw gradu- 
ally and should not be u n ^ c k e d until 
there is no question that the irost is 
out.

It Is important to set the 
plants a little deeper than they were 
before. 
If planted too deep, however, 
the bark of the burled stems would be 
Injured and growth would be checked 
until néw roots fprm nearer the sur- 
face. 


In planting dormant bushes it Is de- 
sirable to trim the ends 
of 
broken 
roots and any that are too long Just 
before they are put Into the hole, so 
that there will be smooth, fresh sar- 
iaoes Tfljici^ 
callus and heQ.1 o,v§r. 
It is usual to have this fresh-cut sur- 
face on the underside of the root.,. The 
hole 
in 
which the bush Is to be 
planted 
should 
be 
several 
inches 
larger across than the roots will ex- 
tend and ample In depth, with a little 
looge. earth on the bottom. 
The roots 
should be separated well in all direc- 
tions, with the soil well worked 
in 
among them, separating 
them 
into 
layers, each of which should be spread 
out nice the fingers of the hand. When 
the hole is partially full, the 
plant 


should ha shsUten up and down so as 
to inake sure it Is In close contact 
with the soil under the crown where 
the ropts branch. 
When the roots are 
well covered the soil should be firmed. 
This Is best done by tramping. 
If the 
soil Is in proper condition tramping 
can not Injure the plants. 
This will 
leave a depression about them, but all 
the roots will be cpvered. 


When all are planed, each one may 
be watered, although this usually is 
not necessary, especially If the roots 
have been puddled before planting. If 
water Is applied, permit It to'soak In 
about the roots and then fill the hole 
with dry earth. 
Do not tramp after 
watering. 
With the soil wet it would 
be injurious to compact it more. 
If 
not watered the depression should be 
filled 
with loose earth the same as 
though It had been watered. 
After 
planting no watering should be done 
unless very dry weather follows, and 
even then care must be exercised not 
to overdo it till after growth starts. 
In waterlpg, it Is desirable to draw 
away some earth from about the bush, 
apply the water, and after it ^as 
soaked in draw dry earth about the 
plant again.

It may be ad- 
visable -the first winter to provide a 
good mulching after the soil has been 
thoroughly soaked. 
Covering will be 
uçineçe^ary. 


ROSES FOR THE ARJBOR AND 
TREIiLIS. 


The character of 
the foliage and 
hardiness should be important "consid- 
erations in choosing types of climbing 
roses for covering arbora, 
trellises, 
pergolas, 
pillars and sii^llar 
struc- 


tures. 'Roses used In this way are us- 
ually ^n conspicuous places and flow- 
ers can be depended on for ornamen- 
tal effects for a relatively short period 
only during the year. 
Climbing roses 
with a poor leaf development or those 
especially liable to attack by Insects 
and diseases, therefore, make but a 
poor appearance. 
The climbing roses 
are divided roughly into two divisions. 
The pillar roses are those not growing 
more than 6 or 8 feet high. The more 
vigorously growing roses of tlie group 
^ e the climbers or ramblers. 


Of the trellis and arbor roses the 
members of the Wichuraiana or Me- 
morial group are among those most 
resistant to disease and insect attack. 
They have foliage pleasing to the eye 
throughout 
practically 
all 
seasons. 
The blossoms are white end 
single. 
The 
Multiflora 
climbers 
flower 
in 
clusters. 
Many of them, however, es- 
pecially the so-called ramblers, 
are 
subject to mildew and insect attacks. 
They are reMonably 
hardy 
in 
the 
North. 
Roses of the Laevigata group, 
represented by the Cherokee, on the 
other hand, require a warm climate. 
This is true also of the roses of the 
climbing Noisette" group 
represented 
by the Marechal Niel and Lamarque. 
These roses are suitable for culture 
only in the warmer sections where the 
winter temperature seldom falls be- 
low 10° P. above zero. 


Climbing roses require large quanti- 
ties of plant food. 
The body of good 
soil available 
should 
be equal to a 
mass 3 feet square and 30 inches deep. 
A hole of this volume should be dug 
and filled with good garden soil mixed 
with 
well-rotted 
manure. 
Climbers, 
like 
all 
other 
roses, 
require 
good 
drainage. 
No roses will thrive where 


water stands about their roots. Plant- 
ing should be done carefully as In the 
case of roses for landscape purppses. 
This method 
has already been 
de- 
scribed. 


Special pruning methods must be 
employed for climbing roses. 
These 
methods are determined by more or 
less of a compromise between the de- 
sire. on the one hand, to force the 
growth of blossom-bearing, new wood, 
by removing old wood, and, on tha 
other hand, the desire to keep arbora 
and similar structures at least partial- 
ly covered. 
One-half 
of 
the 
wood 
shouha be pruned from all the climb- 
ers. as from the other types of roses, 
at planting time. 
In the case of the 
e^ablished 
plants 
the 
Wichuraiana 
and hardy climbing roses should be 
pruned just after blooming. 
At this 
time young shoots will have started 
from the roots. 
The growth of these 
shoots should be encouraged, as It is 
from them that most of the branchea

are produced that bear the following 
year's bloom. 
The best way is to re- 
move all the old wood at this time, so 
that all the strength will go into the 
young shoots. 
Where the roses are 
trained over a trellis so high that one 
season's gj-owth will not cover It. the 
ipethpd just described is not practic- 
able. 
In such cases some of the old 
shoots siiould be cut off at the g r o ^ d . 
and the others should 
be 
shortened 
from 3 to 6 feet, depending on the 
amount pf growth the vine has been 
making each year. New shoots should 
lie trained to take the place of those 
removed. 
It should be kept constant- 
ly In mind that 
the 
present 
year's 
growth bears next 
year's 
flowering 
branches' and 
that 
a few vigorou® 
branches 
are 
more 
desirable 
than 
many weak ones. 


Rose^ of the hybrid Noisette group, 
of which the Maiechal Neil Is a rep- 
resentative. should be trained to a 
good strong cane, with the side shoots 
cut back to about three eyes. 
The 
main cane can be renewed occasion- 
ally. 


The Cherokee rose shpuld be trfat- 
ed like ^he border roses, pruning only 
dying or crossing branches. 
Every 
few years It may be cut back severely 
and allowed to start again. 


How to Prepare Geese 
For the Market 


When the birds are thoroughly fat 
and plump, geese may be killed in the 
following manner: 
Hang by the feet, 
back to the wall and insert a long 
slender-bladed, sharp knife Into 
the 
roof of the mouth. 
The cut should be 
made well back in order to induce 
free bleeding. 
It Is difficult to dry- 
pick a fat bird without tearing 
the 
skin. 
A better way Is to loosen the 
feathers by scalding or steaming.

^ good way Is to make a small plat- 
form of laths and place it In the bot- 
tom of a barrel so that the platform

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The Fight on High Food Prices. 


Popular outcry against tremendously advanced prices on food- 


stuffs of one sort and another, which in the past few weeks has taken 
the form of organized'boycotts against some products which have 
soared beyond all reason, affords material for some interesting reflec- 
tion. The American people are conspicuously patient. For the past 
two or three years they have noted with comparative calm the mount- 
ing of the cost of practically everything they use for material comfort 
or ordinary utility. Scarcely a line has escaped. Clothing, footwear, 
drugs, machinery, building material, fuel and commodities of every 
other description have been climbing. "We talked of it, of course, but 
we did not permit ourselves to become unduly excited until along 
came the crowning achievement that sent eggs, butter products and 
some varieties of poultry to a summit that towered above the altitu- 
dinous limit set by other staples. 


Then came the revolt. Inquiries and investigations of price ad- 


vance in many places had been fruitless so far as supplying a remedy 
is concerned. Results began to be apparent only after the organization 
of so-called "boycotts" in which housewives pledged themselves to 
refrain from the purchase of high-priced foods of any character. Just 
how long this will be continued or how faithfully it will be adhered 
to is yet to be demonstrated, but its effect is already visible. Prices 
are breaking. There are in the larger cities dealers with vast stocks 
o£ foodstuffs on hand, hoarded with the view of squeezing the public, 
who are going to be severely hit by the new turn things have taken. 
And there will be little sympathy wasted on them, for their game was 
a gamble, pure and simple. Severely as they may suffer, it was com- 
ing to them. 


It is not too early to say that the housewives of the country have 


already demonstrated their power to deal with a situation of this Mud, 
and doing it without waiting for legislation that might or might not \ kinds—burglars" 
be effective. They can defeat the food corner if they set about to do 
it. But what is vastly more valuable is the experience in self-restraint 
and the discovery that some foodstuffs hitherto regarded as necessi- 
ties are in point of fact luxuries which we can as well do without. The 


• simpler living that the situation tends to induce will be worth vastly 


raore than the temporary relief it affords the family purse. We have 
been too much accustomed to insist on the gratification of fancy, what- 
ever the cost. We are now learning that what we mistook for economy 
was to a very large degree extravagance. If that shall be permanently 
impressed upon the American people, the food-price boosters will have 
done us a real service.

cept the Russian boundary, and the ablest gen- 
erals at the service of the German general staff 
have been employed to direct the armies en- 
deavoring to enter her territory and wr^st from 
allied hands control ot the extensive oil fields 
which are one of the chief sources of Rumanian 
riches. 


This campaign has centered chiefly In twa 


districts—that • of Dobrudja and that of the 


1 Transylvar.ian frontier. It is with the former 


that this story deals, because developments In 
tho latter have not yet reached that stage 
which permits the sending through the lines of 
Intimate, enlightening stories of individual hap- 
penings of the fighting. While Gen. vpn Falken- 
ftt,yn has penetrated to Predeal and some dis- 
tance beyond in the west, he has not achieved 
gjjy notable conquest and has not acquired any 
objective nor gained sway over any valuable 
country as yet. But In the east, where Gen. 
ion Mackensen Is leading Germans, Bulgars 
tnd Turks to the attack, victories have been 
won, Important positions taken from the Rus- 
llans and Rumanians, and, at this writing, even 
the safety of Bucharest threatened, a direct 
ulvance on that capital city having been pre- 
vented only by a happening with which this 


»tory la to deal. 


Dobrudja has been for centuries considered 


the most strategically located section of terri- 
tory In Its part of the world. The Romans 
recognised this fact, for they erected a strong 
stone wall, some thirty-nve miles in length, 
.runrdne from Constanza, the Black Sea port, to 
Chernavoda on the Danube, on a line now al- 
most paralleled by the modern railway that 
connects the seaport with Bucharest. In the 
course of time, this country was acquired by 
Turkey, and during the various Balkan wars 
has had a checkered'career as part of Turkey. 
Russia, Bulgaria and Rumania. 
The last- 


named country acquired it In 1878 by the treaty 
of Berlin, in which Russia rewarded her Ru- 
manian allies with this province, at the same 
time taking from them the rich province of 
Bessarabia, which they have promised to re- 
turn as one pf the rewards for a successful out- 


come o£ the present war. 


Dobrudja, when first acquired by the Ru- 


manians, was almost barren on Its steppes and 
productive of nothing valuable In its swamps. 
The .population was almost anything but Ru- 
manian. 
Later, however, the alien element 


from the sea to the river. At that time, his 
left wing was only a few miles from the bridge- 
head at Chernavoda. 


Part of the Rumanian army at the time of tha 


capture of the Bucharest-Constanza. railroad 
lino retreated into old Rumania, going across 
the big bridge. But there was another part 
left there at Chernavoda, whose duty it was to 
defend the place to the last ditch, to prevent 
the spread of the Teutonic Invaders into the ' 
heart of tho country and to maintain as long 
as possible the warfare on the eastern side of 
the Danube.

But It also would 
prevent the Germanic armies from entering Old 
Rumania, for it is the only practicable bridge 
over the Danube.

portant post; for, with Chernavoda in their 
hands and transportation facilities uninter- 
rupted, they easily could bring requisite mate- 
rial from Constantinople, or from nearer Bul- 
garia, and make repairs to the bridge, thus 
giving them access to the center of the little 
nation.

custom to whirl and whirl, stopping only when 
necessary for sleeping and eating. A spectator, 
watching them for a short time, becomes dizzy 
himself, unless partlc.ularly strong-headed. II 
is not training that induces them to perform 
this continual circus stunt—but nature. 


Some thousands of specimens have been ex- 


amined, U was found by observation.that about 
W per cent whirled towards the left and

per cent towards the right, while the remain- 
ing 30 per cent whirled with equal facility in 
both directions and seemed to h«.ve no prefer- 
ence 
They turned round and round rapidly, 


the nose and tail becoming contused with each 
other because of the .rapidity and regularity, 
of the movement.

These mice begin their dancing when their

A machine called a cyclostat, which whirls 


at many revolution! per minute, has been tried 
on these mice. Tvhcn a common mouse was 
placed In thc machine, it was found that h» 
became dizzy at a speed of only ten revolu- 
tions per minute. But the dancing mice, when 
placed in it. seemed to enjoy a epeed of SCO 
revolutions per minute, although the common 
mice died long before such speed was attained. 
When released from the cyciostat, the dancing 
mice Immediately resumed their whirling ana 
kept it up uninterruptedly until eatlns or 
sleeping time came round again. 


Thc only theory that scientists have been 


able to evolve is that the dancing mouse is a 
victim of tho speed mania and that he must 
keep constantly In motion to satisfy his abnor- 
mal craving.
